He graduated ot Harvard University in )$14, 
and chose the profession of the law.

How all these works were received both in 
America and Europe—how they were translated 
into almost every language of the Continent, and 
how Mr. Prescott has, ever since the appearance 
of his rst volume, ranked throughout the civil- 
world with the most illustrioes writers of his- 
tory, it is needless for us ta gay. The loss of such 
a man isa calamity under any circumsiances, but 
_ especially fs It to be deplored when he falls in the 
midst of a great work such as that which has en- 
gated the last years of his life. What ventuarous 
haod will dare carry to its completion what he 


began? 

The almost total Joss of sight subjected Mr 
Prescott to what would seem to be almost insu- 
mountable difficulties as an author. It was neces- 
gary that he should be well versed in the lan- 
guages of Europe, in order to succeasiully pursne 
his historical researches, To accomplish the form- 
er as well as the latter he had toavail himself of 
a reader, aud in the preparation of his works an 
amandensis. The latter, however, he dispensed 
with after a while, having procured from London 
a writing case for the blind, with the aid of which 
he could compose as well in the dark as lu the light.
